While it is the intention of the 
Game Branch Department of Lands 
and Mines, to enforce plugging of 
pump guns for shooting migratory 
birds it is brought to public attent¬ 
ion that shooting upland game birds 
with an unplugged pump gun still 
is permitted.

It in a rather commonly held con¬ 
viction that if we could take tht 
Wealth a way fro in the people who 
have it, and distribute it among the 
lea* opulent We would have solved 
all our probltms and would have 
entered on a socialistic paradise, 
it's a wonderful bleu epcept for the 
very simple fact that most ol that 
wealth, whatever we may think we 
smaller people have already and the 
relalipely small amount remaining 
in the hands of wealth wolldn’l 
change our situation to any apprec¬ 
iable extent. 

In 1916 the Canadian people earn 
ed a lit!It better that nine billion 
dollars. Now how was that divided? 
To he people whose annual Income 
is under a thousand dollars wtnt 15.7 
of the total. Another 29.5*^ went 
to |>eople who earned from a thous¬ 
and to two thousand .and another 5.6 
'7 includes all those whose earnings 
reached to $3,500 So four-fifths of 
all the monty that was earned in 
Canada went into the pockets of 
people who earned less than $3.f*nn. 
That includes the vast majority of us. 
Add another 4.3 '\ for those between 
$3,500. and $5,000 and you have bett¬ 
er than N5'-7 of Canada's total per¬ 
sonal income from all sources, coin¬ 
ing to you and me w host top limit in 
come is $5.00t». 

Now this leaves 11.1*7 for the well- 
to-do people who earn up to $IO.ooo 
We wouldn’t want to take any thing 
lioin them because tht re is always 
« hope of climbing into that bracket 
A good little business or a modest 
professional standing or even being 
a senator or a labor exteutive would 
provide almost as much. So that leav¬ 
es only the 3.3S of the whole people 
who get more than that amount ann¬ 
ually. Seventeen thousand people 
whose average annual earnings are 
just about seventeen thousand doll¬ 
ars. It looks like pretty thin pickings 
for us would-be Robin Hoods.

From the very beginning the Ell- 
i-otiA liaxe played an important pari 
in the development ot Raymond and 
district.

E. Ellison was sustained bishop ol 
the Raymond First Wald with John 
Allred as first and William Redd 
as second counselors.

It made 
good breiid and they loyally* bought 
Ellison flour, lloxxover, hoiiMltx Ive.- 
generally in the territory were 
i'oh!di'ul about the new flour, feel- 
big that Its quality was inferior to 
that of ho Mitdobi wheat Hour they 
\ ere aecii-tie ed to Noveltheier-s. 
the niamifnrtliters were patient and 
lowly the use of Raymond-made 


flour was extended until one day a 
Lethbridge firm, the Rently Comp 
«oiy placed an order for Hour. Soon 
alter a Lethbridge Jobber ordered a 
carload and in 1901 the company hail 
developed a good domestic trade ai\d 
was also exporting flour to Hong 
ivong, China and Kobe, Japan.

THE MASSEY-HARRIS 


The season is here when con¬ 
siderable activity should tnke place 
in the garden. The more Important 
rail work includes splitting up of old 
plants to instil new vigor into them, 
replacing shtubs that have died out 
or have become unattractive in their 
present location; and finally plan* 
ing new material to add to the beauty 
of thehoine. 

Much useful information regard¬ 
ing the fall handling of ornament¬ 
als has been gleaned through the 
y«*. rs i t tin* Lethbridge Experimental 
Mi t on. I’e ennial favourites such as 
peonies, phlox, iris ami Miles after 
a number of years heroine so large 
that their beauty is lost due to dec¬ 
reased vigor. 'I'eli obi plants should 
be broken up into many new ones to 
bring the original vigor back. Tin* 
proper time to do Ibis with those 
pere teals is in late August ; ml •lur¬ 
ing themonthof September. Other 
forms of petcuninls though le • con 
spicions than those mentioned above 
but of equal importance in the gar- 
are tulipsand narcissus. 'I hose will 
have been dug up in July and be 
ready to plant now. If they are com¬ 
ing from a seed house or are on 
order, there is still plenty of time to 
plant them successfully. They should 
be spoiled' whe o their early bloom 
will give the greatest effect. 

The period from the middle of 
September to the middle of October 
is an excellent t*me to plant new 
trees and shrubs or replant old ones 
providing there is enough moisture 
available. The winters in the south 
are often dry and unless the newly 
plan led trees are well watered and 
go into the* winter that way, they 
may dry out and die before spring. 

! Evergreen when moved with a large 
ball of earth around the roots and 
given lots of water until freeieup 
are moved successfully and easily 
j in the fall. 

Fall planting often gets work dour 
that if left until spring would he 
left undone. 

A final suggestion, before buyiiip 
or planting any more trees and 
shrubs this fall, the* quo: lion shoule 
be asked. "Are there any useful orn 
ameutals that are native to the foot 
hills which could he used to aclvan 
tage in the gardens of Southern Al 


berta?” The answer is yes. There 
are many forms ot native* evergreens 
and deciduous trees and shrubs that 
have proven satislacrtory at the Le th¬ 
bridge Experimental Station and 
others exist that could be use I Jo 
ornamental plantings.
